San Francisco, Nov. 18.—The Chl- 
A m m u in t io n Is B e c o m in g 
cago Federation of Labor fight was 
threshed out on the floor of the con­ 
vention In the afternoon session of 
the American 
Federation of Labor 
yesterday, but after a hot and acri­ 
monious debate lasting two hours and 
a half the matter was finally referred 
C O N S U L F O W L E R ’S 
N E W S to the committee on local and feder­ 
ated bodies, with Instructions that a 
report be rendered ut the earliest pos­ 
sible moment. 
Delegate Dole made an impassioned 
speech in behalf of the federation. 
The leaders seemed disposed to side­ 
track the question. John Mitchell, who 
occupied the chair In place of Presi­ 
dent Gompers, saying he would con­ 
sider any motion to refer or defer the 
matter. 
The point at issue rested up­ 
on the refusal of the Chicago Federa­ 
tion to comply with demands of the 
American Federation to expel two lo­ 
cal Chicago unions. 
The basic prin­ 
ciple of the whole dispute rested on 
a question of trade Jurisdiction. 
The 
United Plumbers Association of Amer­ 
ica claimed jurisdiction over the two 
Chicago unions In question, 
which 
were not affiliated with the national 
body. 
They were held by the execu­ 
tive council of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, but the Chicago Feder­ 
ation persisted in disregarding the rul­ 
ing and allowed two seceding unions 
to affiliate with the central body. The 
Chicago Federation was thereupon ex­ 
pelled from the national body until 
such a time as It saw fit to comply 
with the edict of the executive coun­ 
cil. 
The fight on the proposition was 
the hottest that yet has been waged 
on the floor. 
The Chicago delegates 
stated that the members of the execu­

Beneath the outlook in a Nantucket 
church is the belfry, in which swings 
the "old Spanish bell.” 
Knowing that 
this is now’ a I'ldtarian church, Bio vis­ 
itor will he surprised to Ne'e a Catholic 
cross on the bell. If he could read Por­ 
tuguese and had not previously ac­ 
quainted himself with tho history of 
the bell he would be still more sur­ 
prised ut the inscription on it. 
Tho 
translation of this inscription is as fol­ 
lows: “To tbt> Good Jesus of the Moun­ 
tain the dove tees of Lisbon direct their 
prayers, offering Him one complete set 
of six bells, to call the people to adore 
him in his sanctuary- 
Jose Domingo.] 
Daces ta has made it in Lisbon in the 
year 1810.” 
Of course the bell must 
have un interesting history to account 
for this Inscription. 
That history is 
briefly as follows: 
A plague was raging In Lisbon mid 
certain people in that city prayed to 
the Virgin Mary for the cessation of 
the plague and vowed to place a set of 
six bells in the Church of tile Good 
Jesus of the Mountain if their prayeis 
were heard. 
“The Mountain” is the 
name of a certain district in the city 
of Lisbon in which there is a very ven­ 
erable church called as above. Shortly 
after this the plague ceased, and, ac­ 
cepting this as the.'answer to their 
prayers, these devotees of Lisbon pro­ 
ceeded to fulfill their vows.

of casting these six bells was intrusted 
to Jose Domingos Daeosta, the best 
bell founder in Llsbop. 
The six India had been cast, the mas­ 
ter’s labors had been crowned with 
success, when Captain Clashy of the 
Nantucket whaling fleet chanced to 
visit Lisbon.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Aged Farmer Accused of Killing 
His Brother-in-law. 


Prosecutor John M. Lewis is at 
Paoli conducting the prosecution of 
Joseph 
Yocum, charged with the 
murder of his brother-in-law. This 
is the second trial, the first hav ing re­ 
sulted in a divided jury. 
Yocum was indictee for the murder 
of James Peyton, in Orange county. 
Peyton’s death occurred last February 
and the body was prepared for burial 
and taken to the church for funeral 
services, when persons 
viewing the 
corpse discovered marks of violence 
on the body. Toe funeral was post­ 
poned and the coroner was notified. 
The ccroner held an autopsy and the 
finding was that Peyton had met 
his 
death by foul means and that bis 
death was due to blows from 
some 
blunt instrument, delivered by per­ 
sons unknown to him. 
The grand jury made an investiga­ 
tion of the matter and returned a in­ 
dictment against Joseph Yocum, with 
whom Peyton had lived for years. 
Yocum’s arrest followed and upon 
failure to give sufficient bond, he was 
placed in jail here and bas remained 
in confinement s'nce that time. Wit­ 
nesses in the previous trial testified 
that Yocum 
bad made 
numerous 
addi- threats against the life of Peyton and 
that be bad knocked bim down with 
boe handles and other blunt instru­ 
ments on different occasions. Yocum 
is an old soldier, a typical German 
farmer and is about seventy years of 
age.
